When completed

Auditorium 
will be 168 feet wide 
and 260 
feet 
long. 
The walls will be 93 feet high. 
It will seat 11,500 people by utilizing 
aisle space. 
The normal seating ca­ 
pacity will be 9,000. 
The building will be equipped with 
a large number of committee rooms, 
but not enough to take care of all the 
committees of the 
national 
conven­ 
tion. 
Important committees will be 
housed at the Democratic club build­ 
ing, three blocks away. 
The Auditorium will cost $425,000. 
The money to build 
it was 
raised 
through a sale of bonds voted by the 
citizens of Denver. 
The main hall will be flexible as to 
the arrangement of seats and boxes. 
At a convention as large as the Dem­ 
ocratic a rostrum will be stationed 
on the west side of the big hall for the 
speaker and his attendants. 
It will 
be surrounded by seats in a circular 
arrangement so as to bring the speak 
er into the unbroken view of the en­ 
tire audience. 
One of the best features of the audi 
torium will be its acoustic properties 
A speaker on the rostrum will be able 
to throw his voice to the extreme 
corners of the hall in the ordinary 
tone of a speaker’s voice, as readily 
as to those near him. 
Advertising was what Denver had 
in view when the 
committee 
went 
around jingling the $100,000. 
Adver­ 
tising is what all Colorado purposes 
to get out of the convention. 
To ac­ 
complish this every 
effort will 
be 
made to get the delegates and the 
visitors out over the state. 
The Col­ 
orado railroads will give low rates to 
the mountain resorts, so that when 
the cold gray dawn of the morning 
after breaks 
upon 
the 
unterrified 
Democracy it may cool its fevered 
brow in banks of eternal snow, it 
may slake its parching throat in any 
one of a dozen mineral springs, it 
may bathe in mammoth pools of hot 
mineral water, fish in well stocked 
streams, eat fresh fruit in wonderful 
orchards, wander in beet and alfalfa 
fields and admire Alpine scenery.

Senator Bailey made an argument in 


hchah of his emergency currency bill 
but it was manifest that not more than 
four or fl\u m addition to himself t'a'V- 
\ ored it as an Independent proposi- 
tion. 


The propo&ition most in favor seem- 


ed to be that expressed m a bill by 
Senator Culberson requiring Nation- 
al banks to Keep all their reserves at 
home. That nearly all of the de-mocrats 
will support this measure was made 
clear. Senator Culberson's other prop- 
osition to- require banKa to pay inter- 
est at graduated rates on government 
deposits was also in favor. A m 
ity of the democrats st^em disposed so 
much an emergency oirrency that y^ 
needed as a reform in the national 
banking law.

There are those who take a skep- 


tical view of the situation and declare 
that the auditorium will never be fin- 
ished in time and that the city will 
not be able to entertain so large a 
gathering of politicians as will gather 
to frame the 
Democratic 
national 


ticket. 
In refutation 
of this pessi- 


mistic view, the enthusiasts point with 
confidence to the rush work which is 
being done on the half-finished build- 
ing, and cite the fact that on former 
occasions Denver has taken care of 
big conventions, such as the Grand

The Auditorium will cost $425,000. 


The money to build 
it was raised 


through a sale of bonds voted by th 
citizens of Denver. 


The main hall will be flexible as t 


the arrangement of seats and boxes 
At a convention as large as the Dem 
ocratic a rostrum will be stationet 
on the west side of the big hall for th 
speaker and his attendants. 
It wil 


be surrounded by seats in a circula 
arrangement so as to bring the speak 
er Into the unbroken view of the en 
tire audience. 


• One of the best features of the audi 
torlum will be its acoustic properties 
•A speaker on the rostrum will be able 
to throw his voice to the extreme 
corners of the hall In the ordinary 
tone of a speaker's voice, as readily 
as to those near him.

mere 
incidental to a
